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FIRM FINED OVER 
DOUBLE TRAGEDY

A HARINGEY construction 
company has been fined more 
than £500,000 after two men 
died when they fell into a 
building site it operated. 

Monavon Construction, of 
Thorold Road, Bounds Green, 
pleaded guilty to the corporate 
manslaughter of Gavin Brewer, 32, 
and Stuart Meads, 34, at a hearing 
at the Old Bailey in May 
Sentencing took place at the Old 
Bailey on Monday last week at 


which time the company also 
admitted a Health and Safety at 
Work Act offence of failing to dis¬ 
charge a duty to a non-employee. 

Monavon Construction was 
responsible for a building site in 
Netley Street, central London, for 
about three years and construction 
was nearing conclusion. 

Part of the site bordered Netley 
Street and plywood hoardings 
had been put in place covering 
the pavement. 

Work began on October 14, 2013, 
to change the hoarding so the pave¬ 
ment could be reinstated and four 


days later this work had been com¬ 
pleted, leaving the hoardings, mea¬ 
suring about four feet in height, 
fixed by wooden struts to a wall. 

Behind this wall was a drop 
of about 12 feet down into a 
basement area. 

One day later Mr Brewer and Mr 
Meads were walking along the 
street and were arguing and scuf¬ 
fling with one another. 

As they walked past the building 
site, they made contact with 
the hoarding, which gave way, send¬ 
ing both men falling into the base¬ 
ment area. 


Both men were pronounced dead 
at the scene following the fall. 

The Metropolitan Police launched 
a joint investigation with the Health 
and Safety Executive. 

The investigation found that the 
hoardings had been fixed in such a 
way that only negligible force 
would have been required to make 
them give way. 

Monavon was fined £250,000 
each for the deaths of Mr Brewer 
and Mr Meads and £50,000 for the 
heath and safety breach. The firm 
was also ordered to pay £23,653 
prosecution costs.

Burglar jailed 
for five years 

A 26-YEAR-OLD Haringey man has been 
jailed for five years for a burglary committed 
while his victims were at home. 

Police were called out to reports of a 
burglary in Trevelyan Gardens, in 
Brondesbury Park, north-west London, at 
about 6am in November last year. 

El Moudden, of Sydney Road, was arrested 
following an investigation and charged with 
one count of burglary. He was convicted at 
Harrow Crown Court last Wednesday and 
given the five-year prison sentence. 

Detective Constable Karen Beck, from 
Brent CID, said: “This was a terrifying 
experience for the two young women victims 
as they were at home at the time when this 
man attacked and entered their property. 

“I hope this conviction sends a message 
that the Met Police will do all it can to 
pursue, apprehend and bring to justice 
callous criminals of this nature.” 
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Failing A and E shows 
signs of improvement

THE crisis-hit A and E department at 
the North Middlesex University Hospi¬ 
tal has “turned a corner”, a report pub¬ 
lished today (Wednesday) by a health 
watchdog concludes. 

But more needs to be done, according 
to the Care Quality Commission, after 
the hospital, in Sterling Way, Edmon¬ 
ton, was rated inadequate following a 
surprise inspection earlier this year. 

The CQC returned to the A and E 
department last week, having issued a 
warning notice after April’s inspection, 
which said patient safety needed impro¬ 
vements. It also found that a shortage of 
middle grade doctors had put pressure 
on the department and recommended 
medical care needed improvement. 

Julie Lowe, chief executive of North 
Middlesex University Hospital NHS 
Trust, is currently on leave, and Libby 
McManus, from the Royal Free London 
NHS Foundation Trust, has taken on the 
post as interim chief executive. The 
Royal Free’s boss David Sloman will act 
as interim accountable officer. 

The CQC’s chief inspector of hospi¬ 
tals Sir Mike Richards said: “North 
Middlesex University Hospital is one of 
the busiest A and E departments in Lon¬ 
don, so it is worrying that we found 
there were not enough experienced doc¬ 
tors on call to deal with demand.” 


Sir Mike said last week’s inspection 
found the emergency department “has 
turned a corner, but there is still much 
more that needs to be done.” 

A new clinical director, Dr Turan 
Huseyin, has just started work at the A 
and E department, along with five 
senior doctors on loan from other trusts. 


Enfield North MP Joan Ryan said she 
feared that changes with key roles filled 
by Royal Free staff signalled “a takeover 
by anther name”. 

Last week Enfield MPs met govern¬ 
ment health minister Ben Gummer 
and stressed the importance of the A 
and E department.

The 20-year-old car driver was 
treated at the scene by medics and 
taken by ambulance to the North Mid¬ 
dlesex University Hospital, in Ster¬ 
ling Way, Edmonton. 

His injuries are not believed to 
be life-threatening. The van driver 
was uninjured. 

Detectives from the Met Police’s 
Roads and Transport Policing Com¬ 
mand are investigating and are 
appealing for witnesses.

ONE motorist has racked up £650 in fines for get¬ 
ting caught at the yellow box junction where 
scores of drivers have complained they have been 
treated unjustly by the council. 

Motorists are not supposed to enter the hatched 
area at box junctions unless access is clear, but 
many drivers say it is impossible not to get stuck at 
the box junction in Carterhatch Lane, Enfield, 
when driving from their side road. 

Since new cameras were installed many motorists 
have fallen foul of them with one captured stuck in 
the box on ten occasions and being issued with ten 
£65 fines, it has been revealed. 

The driver appealed against each of them. Four 
were waived by the council, but the others were 
upheld and the motorist has a £390 bill to pay. 

Twenty-one motorists received five tickets or 
more between April, when the camera was intro¬ 
duced, and the beginning of June. 

Ten cars received five tickets, with five 
motorists getting six fines through the post. A fur¬ 
ther three drivers got seven fines and two cars 
notched up eight fines each. 

Enfield Council also revealed that 195 cars were 



issued with two tickets each. 

A spokeswoman said: “The rules of 
the Highway Code are very clear. You 
can only enter a yellow box to turn 
right, or as in this case, to cut across 
Donkey Lane, otherwise you will be 
liable for a penalty charge notice.” 

She added: “It is worth noting that 
the yellow box in question has been in 
place for two decades and was actually 
repainted last year and no concerns 
were raised about exit issues from the 
slip road.” 

The council is considering more than 
200 appeals from motorists caught out 
by the new cameras and has already 
cancelled 242 fines. 

Resident Elaine Perkins has had an 
appeal turned down and plans to fight 
the decision in the courts.

She says the council should have 
warned people about the new enforce¬ 
ment and leafleted nearby streets. 

Many of the people with several tick¬ 
ets were local residents who are now 
driving a long way round to reach their 
home, she said. However ,she pointed 


out the consequence of the council’s 
move was to drive extra traffic past 
schoolchildren, which the local author¬ 
ity wanted to avoid. 

Chase ward councillor Nick Dines 
said: “The Carterhatch junction road 
layout is far from perfect and many 


residents are getting trapped. From 
Linden Gardens, Linden Avenue and 
the Great Cambridge slip road, thou¬ 
sands of pounds must have been raised 
from unsuspecting, hard-working resi¬ 
dents just trying to exit on to the A10. 
That is not fair. 


“I, of course, recognise that bad dri¬ 
ving should be penalised, but local res¬ 
idents were given no warning this 
camera was going to be installed and I 
hope the council looks leniently 
towards those who live locally and 
were fined in the first few weeks.”

W HENEVER I did 
something my old 
mum didn’t approve 
of, she would say: “Well, you’ve 
made your bed, now you can lie 
on it.” 

However you and I may 
have voted in the referendum, 
the outcome has left the 
once United Kingdom more 
disunited than ever. 

This is not just a case of 
people in Scotland, London, 
Northern Ireland and Gibraltar 
all voting to remain in the EU 
being pitted against the rest of 
the country. 

The 52-48 per cent vote to 
leave the EU has led not only to 
a spate of shameful race hate 
attacks, but also to a dangerous 
young versus old fallout. 

Surveys claim that the 
majority of people under 50 
voted In while the majority of 
over-5 Os voted Out. 

For the over-65s, the ratio 
was said to be 60-40 in favour 
of Out - leading some pundits 
to argue that we oldies will 
not have to live with the long¬ 
term consequences of the quit 
EU decision. 

The under-65s accounted 
for 41 million eligible voters, 
compared with some 12 million 
pensioners, so it can’t be 
claimed that it was oldies alone 
who turned the tide in favour 
of Out. 

But that won’t stop some 
people having a go at pensioners 
and I fully expect to see a 
backlash against our hard-won 
universal benefits. 

We’ve already read that the 
triple-lock guarantee on pension 
increases only applies to the 
Cameron government. 

So we need to be ready 
to meet any threats from 
his successor. 


ENFIELD Council should be congrat¬ 
ulated for having bid successfully 
for £30million investment into 
our borough. 

We have poisonous air and kids 
forced into a sedentary existence. We 
have to make active travel easier in 
order to decrease the numbers of obese 
children in our borough. Cycle Enfield 
has that concept at its heart. 

The increased bus journey times 
cited by Save Our Green Lanes amount 
to a two-minute increase over the 
entire route at peak times. 

Also, the council’s traffic model 
does not account for modal shift - peo¬ 
ple deciding that due to the improved 
conditions that they will walk, bike or 
bus instead of getting in their car. 

The idea that improved conditions 
for pedestrians, cyclists and public 
transport users will increase air pollu¬ 
tion is just silly. Cars cause pollution. 

Cycle Enfield aims to make it easier 
for people to get out of their cars and 


make short Enfield journeys on foot, 
by bike or bus. 

The idea that the council has failed 
to consult adequately with residents 
and businesses is also just wrong. For 
a relatively small stretch of road link¬ 
ing Palmers Green and Enfield Town, 

Cycle Enfield has consulted consis¬ 
tently with residents and businesses 
and taken on board their feedback at 
every stage, modifying the design. 

The idea that Green Lanes needs to 
be saved is also laughable. It’s a pol¬ 
luted, dangerous and congested road, 
which isn’t a very pleasant place to be. 

By improving conditions for walk¬ 
ers, cyclists and public transport 
users - reducing car numbers - the 
whole environment of Green Lanes 
will be improved, leading to increased 
numbers of short shopping trips and 
increased spending overall.

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Residents keep up 
fight to save house

RESIDENTS are calling for 
planners to reject a scheme to 
demolish a Victorian house. 

A new application has been 
submitted to knock down the 
house, in Wellington Road, 
Bush Hill Park, and replace it 
with eight flats. 

Last year an application to 
demolish the building was 
rejected by Enfield Council. 

However, resident Gillian 
Porter said: “I would rather it 
was retained, or they kept the 
facade and built within it.” 

The property is just outside 
the Bush Hill Park conservation 
area and Ms Porter said she was 


worried that the area was losing 
some of its character. 

Stephann Makri, who lives 
nearby, said: “It’s such a her¬ 
itage asset to lose. The neigh¬ 
bours want to protect it.” 

More than 750 people signed 
a petition opposing the initial 
plan last year. 

Iain Taylor, head of planning 
for Fusion Residential, which is 
acting for the applicant, said 
that it had been assessed by 
heritage experts. 

He said that some of the 
experts were working for the 
applicant and others for 
the council. 

Mr Taylor said: “All these 
experts have consistently found 
that although the property does 


have some small merits, it is far 
from being a well-preserved or 
indeed good example of the 
built form. 

“These assessments, includ¬ 
ing those by the council, when 
it was considering how to 
define the extent of the Bush 
Hill Park conservation area, 
reached the conclusion that the 
building was not suitable for 
inclusion within the conserva¬ 
tion area itself, not worthy of 
inclusion on the council’s own 
list of ‘locally listed buildings’, 
not suitable for inclusion on the 
National Statutory List and not 
even worthy of mention in the 
council’s own Conservation 
Area Character Appraisal 
adopted just last year.” 


Pupils stand up for the less fortunate 


KEEPING kids quiet is tough at the best of 
times - but for one school’s pupils it was a great 
way to publicise how lucky they are. 

Children at Merryhills Primary held a themed 
week last week to raise awareness about young¬ 
sters who are unable to go to school. 

Reception pupils stayed silent for 15 minutes 
and Year 6 children for an entire Friday morning. 

Barbara Comley, in charge of moral, social and 
cultural welfare at the school, in Bincote Road, 
Enfield, said: “We are trying to raise awareness 


of the plight of children where they can’t go to 
school - in parts of Africa, for example, and in 
some countries where girls are not allowed to go 
at all. And we are encouraging children to think 
about different aspects. Some of them, especially 
girls, are quite shocked when they learn they do 
not have equality.” 

Posters, leaflets and blogging were also used to 
heighten awareness and the children made card¬ 
board rucksacks to be delivered to MPs with 
messages asking them to speak up for education.

THE LEGEND OF TARZAN 
(12A, 110 mins) 

I T’S been almost 100 years since Edgar 
Rice Burroughs’ muscular protector of 
the jungle swung into action on the big 
screen in the swaggering form of silent 
movie actor Elmo Lincoln. 

Olympic swimmer Johnny Weissmuller 
popularised the iconic role in the 1930s 
and 1940s before more recent incarna¬ 
tions including Greystoke: The Legend Of 
Tarzan with Christopher Lambert and Dis¬ 
ney’s animated rendering. 

Written by Adam Cozad and Craig 
Brewer, The Legend Of Tarzan is an 
entertaining and rumbustious romp that 
focuses on the love story between 
the orphaned hero and his plucky 
sweetheart against a backdrop of late 
19th-century treachery. 

Director David Yates, who worked his 
magic at the helm of the final four films in 
the Harry Potter saga, orchestrates vine¬ 
swinging action sequences with aplomb, 
festooned with a menagerie of computer¬ 
generated animals that look incredibly 
realistic in close-up. 

Digital might beats its chest in every lush 
frame including a bone-crunching fight 
between Tarzan and one of his ape 
brethren and a terrifying stampede. 

However, Yates is careful to stoke the 
smouldering on-screen embers between 
an impressively bare-chested Alexander 
Skarsgard and the luminous Margot Rob¬ 
bie so we root for the lovers when the 
odds are stacked heavily against them. 

It has been many years since Tarzan 
(Skarsgard) left behind the jungles of Africa 
to settle into gentrified life as John Clay¬ 
ton III, Lord Greystoke, with his beloved 
wife, Jane (Robbie). 

The lush paradise of the Congo is a 
sweet, distant memory until the British 
prime minister (Jim Broadbent) passes 
on an invitation from King Leopold II

of Belgium to visit as a trade emissary 
of parliament. 

John initially refuses, but gun-slinging 
American envoy George Washington 
Williams (Samuel L Jackson) persuades 
the Greystoke heir to go to investigate 
rumours that Leopold has enslaved tribes 
to build his railroad. 

John, Jane and George depart for the 
Congo, unaware that they are pawns in a 
deadly game masterminded by Machi¬ 
avellian Belgian envoy Captain Leon Rom 
(Christoph Waltz), who has agreed to 


deliver Tarzan to Chief Mbonga (Djimon 
Hounsou) in exchange for the legendary 
diamonds of Opar. 

A stand-off ensues and Jane is captured 
as tantalising bait. 

“He’s Tarzan, you’re Jane. He’ll come for 
you,” smirks Rom. 

Faced with the prospect of losing his 
soulmate, John gathers together his ani¬ 
mal friends and unleashes the primal war¬ 
rior of the past. 

Shot at Warner Bros. Studios, near Wat¬ 
ford and on location around the UK, The 


Legend Of Tarzan captures the bare neces¬ 
sities of Burroughs’ source text with gusto. 

Skarsgard and Robbie are an attractive 
pairing, the latter imbuing her heroine with 
steeliness and resolve. 

Two-time Oscar winner Waltz has por¬ 
trayed too many sadistic schemers in 
recent years for his turn as the pantomime 
villain here to send shivers down the spine. 

Denizens of the jungle snarl with 
more ferocity.

The perfect combination

S OME things haven’t changed, 
namely the fact the Nissan GT- 
R is a combination of brutish 
power and sophisticated electronics 
delivering spectacular driving 
thrills - at an impressive price. 

But the R35 generation first 
appeared in 2007, and although there 
have been tweaks in the past, this 
2017 model-year version brings the 
most comprehensive update so far. 

There are discreet, but worthwhile, 
changes to the exterior, including 
improved aero and sharper detailing, 
while, inside, the fascia has been 
revised substantially to make it more 
comfortable and easier to use. 

Under the skin there are a host of 
revisions including more power, 
revised suspension and a stiffer body 
for improved handling. 

The basic shape of the GT-R 
remains broadly unchanged, although 


there has been a subtle change to the 
C-pillar to reduce turbulence, which 
only the nerdiest of eyes would spot. 

More obvious tweaks are made 
elsewhere, with the front end benefit¬ 
ing from a version of the Nissan fam¬ 
ily “V-grille” and a re-profiled lower 
bumper. The same goes for the side 
skirts and rear valance, which look 
sharper as well as managing airflow 
better, and the influence of the hottest 
Nismo GT-R model is clear to see. 

There are some new colours to 
choose from, too, including a vibrant 
orange, plus a new alloy wheel 
design, all of which adds a dose of 
freshness. It is still unmistakably a 
GT-R and not a million miles from 
the previous generation, but this is 
the best-looking R35 to date. 

More urgent changes were required 
in the cabin and the 2017 GT-R is all 
the better for a new dashboard layout. 

There’s a new display screen sitting 
up top while the climate controls have 


been grouped in their own space just 
below, as well as more sensibly-placed 
air vents. There’s a new steering 
wheel, too, which carries audio and 
cruise control buttons more sensibly. 

Nissan also claims improved mate¬ 
rials and there’s no doubt that the 
leather trim is of a better quality. The 
design is sensible and plain rather than 
eye-catching, but it works well and is 
easier to use. The bucket seats on the 
standard model are a little narrow 
across the back, but the Recaro model 
brings with it a pair of seats which are 
far superior in comfort and support. 

The 2017 GT-R has an additional 
20bhp compared to the outgoing 
model as well as a slight increase in 
torque, although more crucially max¬ 
imum torque is available across more 
of the rev band. 

From the driver’s seat, you might not 
notice this increase, just that the GT- 
R is a ferociously fast machine. With 
drive distributed between all four 


wheels depending on the grip avail¬ 
able and the fast-shifting dual-clutch 
transmission, acceleration is always 
available and relentless with it. 

The changes to the suspension and 
body are subtle, too, but the upshot is 
that the 2017 GT-R feels more stable 
and more responsive, particularly on 
bumpy roads, and as a result is even 
easier to hustle along challenging 
roads. It’s the combination of the 
steering accuracy, the unflappable sus¬ 
pension (providing you’ve selected 
the right setting for the road) and the 
sheer balance and stability that 
makes it not only hugely capable, but 
also a joy to exploit on the open road. 

In the grand scheme of things, the 
GT-R remains something of a bar¬ 
gain. The “entry-level” Pure model is 
a fiver under £80,000, but cars with 
equivalent performance and spec 
cost more than £100,000. It’s worth 
investing an extra £2,000 to get the 
Recaro model with its superior seats.

IS SIDELINED

KEY defender Jan Vertonghen is 
in danger of missing the start of the 
new Premier League season after 
suffering an ankle injury during 
Euro 2016. 

The Tottenham Hotspur centre back 
tore multiple ligaments in his ankle 
during a training session on Thurs¬ 
day, causing him to miss Belgium’s 
3-1 defeat at the hands of Wales in 
the quarter-finals of the tournament 
in France on Friday night. 

The injury is expected to rule 
Vertonghen out of action for at least 
six weeks, making him a major 
doubt for Spurs’ Premier League 


opener at Everton on the weekend 
of August 13. 

Meanwhile, Christian Eriksen is 
relishing the prospect of competing 
in the Champions League for Totten¬ 
ham next season. 

The Danish international mid¬ 
fielder is one of the few players in 
the Spurs squad who have previously 
played in the competition during his 
time with Ajax, and he believes that 
this experience will prove to be 
invaluable in the coming campaign. 

“I think that everyone wants to 
assist but, of course, I would love to 
help the team as much as possible, 
whether that’s by talking or show¬ 
ing the way,” he said. “It’s been a 
few years since I’ve been in the 


Champions League, but I think that 
it’s going to improve us as a team. 

“It’s something that we as a club 
have wanted for a while now. We’ve 
been close in the last few years, but 
especially over the last year we’ve 
shown that we can do well. 

“Of course we need to take it to 
the next step next season and in the 
Champions League I think we can 
do that. We can improve a lot more 
and a lot quicker, so I think it will 
be a fun season.” 

And Eriksen is confident that 
Spurs will be able to make a signif¬ 
icant impact in Europe’s premier 
club competition despite their lack 
of experience in the event. 

“We still haven’t tried playing 


against a big team in a really impor¬ 
tant, big game,” he added. “We’ve 
played all the English teams and we 
can do really well against them - 
even against Manchester City last 
season we did well and they got to 
the semi-finals of the Champions 
League, so hopefully we’ll be able 
to perform well too. 

“We showed last season that we’re 
capable of doing big things and 
playing really good football. We’ve 
proved that we are a difficult team 
to play against, but we are also very 
attack-minded. 

“We’re a team that wants to score 
a lot of goals, and if we want to play 
in the Champions League then we 
need to do all that.” 


Winning draw for 
Hornsey in derby 

HORNSEY managed to snatch a winning draw 
from Saturday’s derby match at home to Highgate 
in Division Two of the Middlesex County Cricket 
League despite almost slumping to a shock defeat. 

The high-flying hosts began as strong favourites 
against a side who are just one place above the foot 
of the table, but there was little to choose between 
the teams in a closely fought encounter.
